Mayor Knott says the city council now has on 
hand applications from tax-payers for local im- 
provements, largely street improvements, amount- 
ing to $175,000. The improvements are not being | 
made because the city cannot finance the work | 
without selling bonds away below par and paying 
an exorbitant rate for the money. 

At the same time the city is paying out about 
$90,000 per month as direct relief to men who could 
de this work. The Provincial and Dominion 
Governments contribute $60,000 of the amount per 
month. The city is getting some return in work 
done for the $30,000 it pays out. “ The governments 
are getting nothing for their outlay, and the 
nothing. 

That surely is financial absurdity carried to the 
last degree. The city and the province are help- 
less, but the Dominion is not. It could arrange, 
through the banks, to finance the of these 
local improvements at no more than the usual cost 
to the city. Or it could print the necessary number 
of dollar bills and lend these to the city at a 
nominal rate. The credit of Canada is good for 
that amount, gold or no gold 

$30,000 a month is a large sum of money for 
the taxpayers of Canada to have to pay out—with 
no return to anybody—because the Dominion 
Government will not help the city finance work 
that the tax-payers want done and are willing to 
pay for.

THE IMPORTANT SUBJECTS 
BARRED 

The economic decided to continue 
hold_ng sessions, but under a gentlemen's agree- 
ment or disagreement as to what subjects may be 
discussed. Delegates from the gold countries refuse 
to talk about money, since they cannot have their 
way. Tariffs are on the forbidden list. War debts 
are unmentionable. 

Perhaps, .with these subjects taboo, the confer- 
ence can find questions sufficiently important 
warrant the expenditure of time, effort and money 
in further discussions, but the outlook is not en- 
couraging. That it can accomplish results in 
keeping with the predictions which were made a 
month ago, and the great expectations aroused by 
those predictions, is not possible in the circum- 
stances. 

The big job of the conference was to clear the 
channels of world trade, so that the sluggish cur- 
rents could expand in volume and move more 
quickly. How can these channels be cleared if 
neither prohibitive tariffs nor the impossible ex- 
change situation may be brought into discussion? 
These are the two main obstacles that have blocked 
the streams of world commerce 

Removing such minor and supplementary ob- 
stacles as quotas, arbitrary valuations. and otber 
devices of administrative trickery, will not make 
much difference. If that is all the conference can 
do nobody need get excited at the prospect that 
it will achieve any epoch-making release of world 
trade.

THE CHANGE OF GROUND 

London despatches say the representatives ot 
the four great wheat exporting countries are now 
interviewing the representatives of the smaller ex- 
porting countries and the big importing countries 
to see how much co-operation they can get in 
curtailing production. “If they don't get enough, 
in all probability the four-power scheme will nec- 
essarily be dropped.” 

The wheat conference has thus moved by de- 
grees half way around the circle. It began with a 
Proposal that the “big four” curtail their own pro- 
duction. But Australia objected. It wanted to know 
what the smaller exporters were gofng to do, and 
what it would get in the way of tariff concessions 
from the importing countries. The other three 
came around to that point of view by face -saving 
stages. 

The original mistake was in assuming that the 
big four are directly responsible for the unusual 
wheat surplus in the world. They are not. The 
excess surplus corresponds almost exactly with the 
increased production of wheat in the great import- 
ing countries over the last ten years. If they had 
kept production down to norma! the world surplus 
would be about norma! 

The crux of the question is: How much are the 
exporting countries prepared to give in tariff re- 
ductions if the importing countries wil! agree to 
stop forcing home wheat-growing by hot house 
methods? The big four representatives have got 
around at last to where they cap take @ look at

When a large farmers’ organization anywhere in 
Canada seriously discusses the question of whether 
it will or will not obey the law and respect con- 
stituted authority, it is obvious that the farmers of 
that section are enduring real and widespread 
aggravation of a serious kind. Of all classes of 
citizens, farmers are not inclined to rebellion, and 
that what the radical minority at Saskatoon 
really proposed. That they were a minority is 
fortunate, but that it took a debate and a formal 
vote to show them to be a minority is unpleasantly 
but plainly significant.

HAD TOO MANY PRIZES 

On this date, in 1628, Cham- 
plain, in his little fort at Quebec, 
saw English ships approach the 
harbor and shortly afterwards 
received a messenger from Ad- 
miral David Kirke asking him to 
surrender “by courtesy rather 
than by force.’ Champlain de- 
clined, bidding Kirke ‘do his 
worst; but Kirke was unable to 
take advantage of his superiority 
in numbers; and thereby hangs a

David Kirke sent a polite Jetter 
asking the Frenchman to yield, 
which, of course, he refused.

LIMITATION OF WHEAT 
ACREAGE 
Suggestions that a plan is being 
devised for the statutory limita- 
tion of wheat acreage in Western 
Canada are implicit in the state- 
ment Premier Brownlee of Al- 
berta is reported to have made to 
the Canadian Press.

The portion of the west coast on which Percy 
Wills serves is known among sailors as “the grave- 
yard of the Pacific.” Fog and storm and s‘rong 
tides racing round Flattery are added to in their 
peril by compass trouble. For some unknown 
reeson compasses are apt to be useless there. They 
may point anywhere within a range of 90 degrees. 
The big liners use directional wireless, aided by 
two beam stations.

River bars are not the only bars with hidden 
perils. Walter J. Hill, son of the late J. J. Hill the 
railroad builder, has been brought to court under 
a separation agreement he made with his wife in 
which he had agreed as part of the price for sep- 
aration to furnish a $21,000 house he had bought 
for her in a fashionable suburb of Seattle 

The lady furnished the place very well. She ran 
up a bill of $31,000 for “furnishings.”

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Mount Everest still stands an unconquered 


‘peak, unless Mallory and Irvine conquered it in 


1928 before losing their lives. An observer, sta- 
tioned at 27,000 feet to make photographic. records 
through a telephoto lens of their ascent of the last 
2,000 feet, saw them within a few hundred feet of 
the summit before a snowstorm blotted them from 
view. He thinks they reached the peak 

“The worst monsoon in ten years” defeated this 
year’s attempt to scale the summit, when climbers 
lead by Hugh Ruttledge got within a few hundred 
feet of the peak. They found an ice axe, believed 
to have belonged to either Mallory or Irvine. It 
was beneath a rock face, one of the obstacles to 
the arete, or rugged crest of the peak 

Whether it denotes a tragedy that took place 
there, or on the rock face, or whether it had been 
left on the peak as proof of prowess and had been 
hurled down by storm or lightning flash, is a sub- 
ject for conjecture among climbers. It is not be- 
lieved that the axe was dropped accidentally, even 
though in the rarified air at that height, breathing 
is difficult and strength is quickly exhausted. A 
mountaineers axe is too vital to his safety and 
progress to be lost through carelessness or dig- 
carded on the ascent. Three expeditions have 
failed to conquer Everest. A fourth will almost 
certainly be attempted and may give further clues 
to the fate of Mallory and Irvine. 


People who have never included mountain 
climbing in their experiences often marvel at the 
risks men take to conquer peaks like our own 
Mount Waddington ‘over 2,000 feet higher than 
Robson and over 4,000 feet more climbing trom 
sea-level) and the vastly higher peaks in the Him- 
alayas. These great pinnacles invite the spirit of 
man to combat, just as men are lured to solo flights 
across the oceans or round the world, or to ride in 
steeplechases. These men know the risks they take 
far more than do the applauding crowds who praise 
their supposed fearlessness. No one fears the sea 
more than does the sailor who has seen it in its 
anger. Men who climb the Himalayas know the 
risks they take. Danger adds spice to conquest. 


Few sights in this world are more impressive or 
more filled with the sort of grandeur that fills the 
soul with a sense of worship, than to stand on a 
peak at sunrise and see vast vistas of peaks and 
ranges picked out and illumined in silvery white- 
ness as the suns rays illumine them. It is a pity 
that mountaineers don't make climbing more gen- 
eral by organising climbs to the more accessible 
peaks for those who can't face rockwork. One of 
the few things of use for posterity I accomplished 
in a brief legislative interlude was the setting apart 
of Garibaldi Park on the Pacific Coast at the head 
of Howe Sound. It wasn't the 1,000’ square miles 
or so of peaks and glaciers and mountain lakes 
Areas like that are not rare in BC. It was the 
easy road in by Daisy Lake and Stony Creek, that 
will permit of an auto road some day delivering 
city people into Black Tusk Meadows over 6.000 
feet up, within easy climb of the seven mile long 
Garibaldi Lake with its four glaciers and its per- 
petual turquoise hue. 

My own ascent of the overhanging Tusk—a 
great tooth-like peak of black basalt, the frozen 
core of a once active voleano—gives a clue to what 
may have happened to Mallory’s ice axe. Lovking 
for the cairn to sign the register~I think | was 
the 23rd to make the ascent—I found that a flash 
of pining had demolished the cairn and burned 
a path across the tin container of the register, 
knocking it a hundred feet or more into a gulley. 


Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Any mucous membrane of the body may be 
affected by catarrhal inflammation whether in the 
nose, thfoat, middle ears, bronchial tubes, lungs, 
intestines, etc. For this reason there are a great 
number of catarrhal disorders. For example, all of 
the following disorders are of a catarrhal type: 
catarrhal deafness, sinus trouble, hay fever, asthma, 
colds, influenza, bronchitis, mucous colitis, stomach 
catarrh, nasal catarrh mastoiditis, discharge from 
the ear, catarrhal jaundice and many others. 

The main symptom of catarrh is the secretion 
of abnormal amounts of mucus from inflamed 
mucous membranes. The first discharge is clear 
white and often irritating. Later it becomes frothy, 
thicker and yellower, and it may become quite 
pasty and brown or black in color, A bad case of 
throat catarrh may lead to foul odor of the breath, 
nausea and coughing. If present in the nose, throat 
or bronchial tubes, the removal of the mucus that 
is forced may necessitate spitting and coughing or 
hacking which is annoying to others and embarass- 
ing to the patient 

One of the most common mistakes made in the 
treatment of catarrh is to regard it as a purély 
local disturbance. Catarrhal exudates should not 
be stopped or suppressed. Usually any attempt to 
stop it quickly with salves, sprays or other means 
does not meet with any success as the catarrh 
slowly and surely returns, Local treatments are 
not effective as a complete elimination of catarrh 
requires a treatment to improve the blood stream 
and thus reach the cause. 

Probably there are more discouraged sufferers 
from catarrh than from any other type of com- 
plaint, patients who have tried everything and are 
still at a loss to know what is best for them to do, 
These patients should learn that (1) catarrh is not 
a locai disease, it is a disease of the whole system; 
(2) what seems the longest way to cure catarrh is 
really the shortest way; (3) a catarrhal discharge 
is really a favorable indication in so far as it re- 
moves from the body wastes and poisons which the 
system is not eliminating through its normal 
channels. 

In a typical case of catarrh the patient first 
develops partial constipation and the digestion is 
not good. Due to improper elimination the weight 
may go down, or, on the other hand, if the chan- 
nels of elimination are blocked, the weight may 
increase. As a result of these changes, there ac- 
cumulates in the body too large a quantity of waste 
materials formed principally from starches and 
sugars. With the natural means of elimination 
checked, the body is forced to unload the wastes 
through the mucous membranes which become con- 
gested and inflamed. A large ammount of mucus 
is secreted to wash these impurities away. Catarrh 
is only an effort made by the blood stream to rid 
itself of impure materials. Nature simply finds an 
extra channel of elimination via these membranes 

The fact that the foods which most easily ag- 
gravate the condition are the starches and sugars 
can be demonstrated by one suffering from a 
catarrhal attack. If he will eat heavily of such 
foods for two weeks, the mucus elimination will 
gradually increase during this time, while, if he 
eats little or none of these foods, the catarrhal 
discharge will gradually lessen. The overcoming of 
catarrh depends upon the elimination of starches 
and sugars from the diet for a time and upon 
stimulating the natural channels of elimination. 
Do not be satisfied with any remedy which when 
applied locally brings quick relief, for such treat- 
ment results in a suppressing of the poisons which 
will return in other catarrhal troubles or in worse 
forms. 

(In tomorrow's article I am going to answer 
some common questions about catarrh.)

QUESTION: C. O. asks: “What is locomotor 
ataxia, and what is the cause and cure—if there is 
a cure?” 

ANSWER: Locomotor ataxia is caused by some 
interference with the nerve supply going to the 
legs. This occurs principally in the lumbar region 
of the spine. A cure is possible in the early stages 
and in today's mail I read a letter from a corres- 
pondent who has been entirely cured through fol- 
lowing the advice she received through this health 
service.

“In every move the Bennett gov- | 
ernment makes, it is penalizing the | 
agricultu e° classes and its desire to 
aid manu.ecturing interests by pre- 
venting importation of manufac- | 
tured goods, has closed the market 
for agricultural products.” 


INCENSED BRITISH 

Hon. Mr. Stewart further charged 
that “in imposing duty of from 68 
to 91 per cent on textiles against | 
Britain, it has incensed the British 
public against the purchase of 
Canadian wheat and livestock.” 

Continuing, he said that “every 
move of the Bennett government | 
seems to be against the interest of 
the farmer, with the result that of 
all grain exporting countries, Can- 
ada seems to have the largest carry 
over of any, constituting a barrier 
to increased prices.” 

He charged that harm had been 
done by not considerthg inflation 
18 months ago, when it would have 
been of real value in increasing the 
price of agricultural products. 

“I hope the increase in specula- 
tive values will hold.
